The real fact is that McCaithv didn’t aciuali> 
w ant the publisher prosecuted. Certain justice 
departm ent officials pusned the action despite 
him and probably to em barrass him. 
What happened was that Hank Grfien.spun. 
eaitor and publisher of the 
L as Veg as Sun. wrote 
a column on Janua ry 
8 that “Joe has to come to

a violent end . . . Live by the sword and y ou die 
bv th e sword!” Greemspun continued. “ Destroy 
people and they in turn must de.stroy y ou. . . 


McCarthy sent a copy of this column lo Post­ 
m aster G eneral Sum m erfield as a move to take 
second-class maiUng privileg e.^ from the Las 
Veg as Sun. That apparently was a.s tar as ne 
wanted to g o. Obviously if he had wanted crim ­ 
inal prosecution he would hav e sent the column 
direct to the justice departm ent to which he tias 
referred various other m atters m the past. 


•foe's Friend 
McCarthy happens to lae chairm an of the sen- 
;^te subcommittee for post office appropriations, 
thus has a powerful hold on Sum m eriieid. Once 
before they put their heads tog ether to em barrass

Howev er, when Attorney General Brownell 
heard about M cC arthy ’s complaint to the post 
office, he decided to ex amine it carefully . And 
in the G reenspun column justice departm ent of­ 
ficials found that M cCarthy was described ae a 
“disreputable perv ert.” 
Thi* was a charg e G reenspun had been making 
about M cCarthy for some tim e and g etting aw^ay 
with it. M cCarthy had not sued, 
mg h copies 
of the new spapers containing these charg es had 
been m ailed all ov er the United States. 


BrowmeU, therefor« , took the entire column 
and mad« it a m atter of court record, v/ith the 
result th at it has now become priv ileg ed and 
has been q uoted by other publications with 
complete im m unity . In other words, Brownell 
did to M cCarthy w hat M cCarthy did to General 
Marshall and others w hen he launched attacks 
on them from the libel-proof safety of the senate 


floor. 
Biow nell did this by indicting Greenspun on 
ihe g round that he incited attacks on McCarthy s 
life. But it’s sig nificant that he did not cite the 
perv ersion charg e g rounds for criminal libel 
thoug h he could hav e done so. Nor did he delete 
this part of the Greenspun column. He m ade if 
all a m atter of court record. 
—G reenspun came into the U. S. district 
court in Nev ada the other day to face charg es, 
but neither the U. S. attorney nor the U. S.

Wire Tapping In H-Bo mb Age 
Needed fo r Natio n^« Security

The Ju.<ti.‘c D epartm ent o'ojects » a key ^ea- 
ture of *he H ouse-approv ed bill to perm it use of 
w ire-tapping ev idence in court. L wants the 
departm ent, not the courts, to control the wure- 
tapping process. 
As it stands now , *he Feoe* al Bureau of inv est- 
ig alum taps wires, but it cannot use ev idence 
in court that has oeen thus obtained. This was 
the factor that led to the successful appeal of 
Judith Copion. former FBI employ e convicted 
of passing documents to the Ru.« ;sian*. She w'a* 
nailed partly on w ire-tap evidence. 
U naer the House proposal, now unaer study 
by 
Senate committee, the FBI could no long er 
tap wires as it dciiied, not even with a uth o n- 
zauon of the hig her Justice D epartm ent authori- 
tie.s. 
Each time it w'ished to use thi* method of 
detection, it would hav e to g o into court and g et 
a sig ned order from a judg e. 
Balancing this more string ent req uirem ent, 
how'ever, is the provision that hereafter such 
evidence would be admissible in court proceed­ 
ing s. 
The bill seems a .sane effo.^'' to thread throug h 
a very delicate issue. There is a real need to be 
able to place reliance on such ev idence a.s can 
be g ained throug h w ire tapping . Spies are not 
in the habit of conducting their activ ities for 
the convenience of those w'ho would detect them , 
therefore, hard proof is hard to come by . 
On the other hand, one can see peril to priv acv 
in the indiscrim inate use of wire tapping . Justice 
D epartm ent assurances of prudence on this score 
are not enoug h. Law enforcement officer.s are 
naturally disposed to use what techniq ues and 
devices they find at hand.
